British Flag Substituted. 


The Greenbrier was bound from New 
Orleans for Bremen. Germany, with a ; 
cargo of cotton, which is not treated 
by any of the belligerents as contra 
hand of war. 
The fact that the cargo ! 
consisted of cotton was certified by j 
the British consul at New Orleans 
On 
Dec. 30. Captain Farley of the Green- i 
brier states, he was halted by a Brit* 
ish cruiser, which sent officers aboard 
to examine his papers.

ore were also sent aboard and he was 
ordered to make his course for K irk ­ 
wall, Scotland. 
This he proceeded to 
do. 
A little later, however, he states, i 
he was again halted and an officer was

It Is the m ost practical 
kind o f practical business sense ap­ 
plied by people who ha v e lov e enoug h 
for their city to wa nt it to be lov ely , 
fa ith enoug h in it to believ e in its fu­ 
ture and pride enoug h in it to wa nt to 
band it down to their children in bet­ 
ter condition than tha t in which they 
receiv ed it from their fa thers.

“ Surv ey ” ha s becom e a v ery 
com m only used term in this day . 
A surv ey is nothing else than a 
ca reful study of the conditions 
surrounding a pha se of a city 's 
life or a ctiv ity , coupled with fig ­ 
ures concerning tha t life or a c­ 
tiv ity if they may be g a thered 
and broug ht to bear on the con­ 
dition. or the condition m ay be 
broug ht to bear on the fig ures.—
